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1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 6-14, 81, 87, 89, 98, 106-110, and 11 2-1 13 are allowed. Claims 6-14, 
81 , 87, 89, 98, 1 06-1 1 0, and 112-113 have been renumbered as 4-11,12,13,14,1 5, 
16-20, and 21-22, respectively. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest, in combination with all the elements recited in 
independent claim 1, at least one of the two sidewalls including an opening, a peg 
placed in the opening in the cabinet sidewall such that the peg extends from the 
sidewall of the cabinet and rests against an exterior surface of the stand, without being 
secured thereto- to position the cabinet so that the back wall of the cabinet is no longer 
substantially perpendicular to the horizontal plane but is inclined with respect to the 
horizontal plane. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
